‘WOMAN GETS FIRST PRIZE.

GIFT OF KAISER, 
Dedication of In- 
stitution Is Held at Har- 
University. 


OTHER PRESENTS COMING, | 


Include Collection of Samples of 
Ancient Silver and Gold Work 
and Rare Library. 


Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 10.—The Germanic 
museum at Harvard university, proposed 
years ago by eminent German-Americans 
and fostered by Emperor William and Prince 
Henry, was dedicated today. 

Valuable gifts from the kaiser, Prince 
Henry, and other distinguished Germans were 
presented formally to the university and the 

rmanic Museum association by baron von 
ussche-Hadenhausen, first secretary of the 
German embassy at Washington, and ac- 
cepted by President Elict on the part of the 
university, by Prof. Kuno-Francke for the 
museum, and by Carl Schurz for the associa- 


The exercises took place in the new lecture 
hal. Prof, Hans C, G. von Jagemann, who 
presided, in an address, said that the purpose 
of the museum was “ to give our students 
a true conception of what Germany stands 
for in modern civiligatién, what her ideals 
have been, and what she had contributed to 
the world’s best intellectual possessions.” 


Unique in History of Education. 
President Eliot responded in behalf of the 
university. He referred to “ the generous 
and suggestive act of his majesty, the Ger- 
man emperor,”’ and said “ that his act was 
unique in the history of this university, and, 


indeed, in.the history of education.” + 


In addition to the curios already in the 
museum, the German people have offered 
@ collection of galvano-plastic reproduc- 
tions of representative works of German 
silver work from the ff- 
teenth to the end of the eighteenth 
century. This costly collection, consisting 
of over thirty large and some twenty smaller 
pleces, all of them specimens of the best 
workmanship of three centuries, is now 
nearly completed and by the end of the year 
pee be in the possession of Harvard univer- 

ty. 

In addition. there is a collection of 10,000 
books on the history of Germany and of Ger- 
man civilization, which Prof. Archibald Cary 
Coolidge is to make to Harvard college, as a 
memorial to the visit of Prince Henry of 
Prussia to the university in 1902. . . 


On Exhibition in Berlin. ee 
BERLIN, Nov.10.—An exhibition was opened 
today at the Museum of Industrial Art of the 
objects to be presented to Harvard's Ger- 
manic museum as supplemental to Emperor 
gifts. The collection is the result 
of the efforts of Prof. Kuno-Francke of 
Harvard university in interesting German 
artists, acientists, and capitalists in the Ger- 
manic. museum as a means of displaying the 


-fatherland’s -art treasures the United 


States and strengthening the ties between 
the two countries. 

It was decided to select the goldsmiths’ 
work of the twelfth to the seventeenth cen- 
turies for iNustration, and imitations of fifty- | 
five cups of various designs, basins, and 
dishes were made by an_ electroplating 
process to compose the gift. The articles 
chiefly are from the work of Nuremberg and 
Augsburg goldemiths of the period whén 
this art was at maturity. Many of these ob- 
jects now are in of princely 
houses, municipalities, and museums.

M’KAY ESTATE IS ATTACKED.

The question whether Mr. Roose- 
velt be right or wrong is one that concerns the 
future. The people at the polle, perhaps indeed 
the delegates at the next republican convention, 
will render a verdict-on that point and will pro- 
‘ounce upon his decision, either indorsing it as 
just, prudent, and statesmaniike, or condemning 


as iniquitous, shortsighted, and reckless. 


As ean independent newspaper, and therefore as 
one without political prejudices or obligations, the 
‘Herald frankly admits that the time has gone by 
when controversy about the superiority, respec- 
tively, of the Panama and Nicaragta routes could 
be profitable. Such a controversy in fact is no 
longer possible. The latest uprising on the isth- 
mus and the attitude of the Washington adminis- 
tration toward it have at least the merit of settling 
the canal question. The waterway is to be con- 


structed along the Panama route. . 


Today then it is of vital importance that opposi- 
tion to it should cease. Neither the New York 
Times nor Senator Morgan can undo the events of 
the last few days or hope to change the attitude 
of the government now that It is pledged to a cer- 
tain line of action.

THE PRESIDENT AND CUBA. 


President Roosevelt’s message on Ouban 
reciprocity, sent to congress yesterday, will 
be read by the public. It relates to a sub- 
ject which interests the people, and it has 
the merit of brevity. Most presidential 
messages are unread because of their por- 


tentous length. 


The president states concisely and forcibly 
the case in behalf of reciprocity with that 
island to which the United States gave 
independence and in whose welfare for tha 
reason, as well as because of its proximity, 
it must always take’ a profound interest. 
The treaty, says the president, is justified 
by considerations of expediency and of 
“T¢ will do harm to no industry. 
It will benefit many industries. It is in the 
interest of our people as a whole.” Eco- 
homic advantages are given by it to Cuba, 
but in return the large Cuban market is 


secured for American producers. 


The reciprocity treaty is desirable also, 
says the president, “as a guaranty of the 
good faith of our nation towards her young 
sister republic.” Cuba has. placed herself 
in the hands of the United States. She has 
consented to the imposition of limitations 


upon her financial policy.” She has con- 
‘sented’ to the establishment of American_ 
naval stations in her territory. She has 
been given to understand that closer trade 
relations with the United States would be 
conceded her, and it would be dishonorable | 


to refuse to concede them. 


The beet sugar men are unreconciled still. 
They will refuse to acknowledge the force 
of the president’s reasoning, If it had not 
been for them reciprocity would have been 
secured long ago. They have a few friends 
in congress who have been fighting their 
battles, but who will not be able to keep up 
the fight much longer. It is to be hoped 
that the president will not be compelled by 
congressional delays to make a further plea 
in behalf of Cuba. He. says a failure to 
enact the legislation needed to carry the 
treaty into effect “ would come perilously 
pear a repudiation of the pledged faith of 
the nation.” Then no time should be lost 
in enacting that legislation. 


ENFORCE THE ORDINANCE. 


Poker players have organized what they 
call clubs. They have taken out charters : 
under the state law relating to corporations 
not for pecuniary profit. The club exacts 
a percentage of the stakes of the players 
who may be members or “ invited guests.” 
Out of the proceeds running expenses, daily 
free lunches included, are paid for. There 
is a surplus which somebody pockets. Thus 
a state law is used to give a kind of official 


sanction to gambling. 


The mayor says he does not look unfavor- 
ably on poker playing organizations where 
none but members meet and bet their money. 
Unquestionably if men who know one an- 
other choose to meet occasionally and play 
poker that is a matter about which the de- 
tectives need not concern themselves. The 
so-called clubs which the mayor is inclined 
to tolerate belong in a different category. 
They are organized to hire and fit up rooms 
where gaming is to be carried on continu- 
ously and where pretty much anybody who ' 
has money to lose is given an opportunity to 
lose it. One of the ordinances which the 
mayor is required to enforce reads: 


Every house, room, yard, or other premises kept 
for the purpose of permitting persons to gambie 
for any valuable thing within the limits of the 
elty of Chicago ls hereby declared to be a com- 
mon nuisance. All persons who own, keep, 
maintain, manage, or conduct, or who are inter- 
-ested In any such place shall, upon conviction, be 


fined not exceeding $200. 


The rooms of the poker clubs are main- 
tained and kept in violation of the ordi- 
nance. There is no reason why the police 
should not proceed against their managers 
under the city ordinance or why a grand 
jury should not indict them under the state 
law. They are not entitled-to immunity be- 
cause they have charters which they should 
not be allowed to retain. The attorney gen- |. 
eral says that if the poker clubs have taken 
out charters only to evade the gambling law 
they have lost all right to their charters.
